For after this manner in the old Time, the 
holy Women alſo who truſted in God, adorned themſelves, being in ſubjeftion nnto 
their own Hurbands, They did not Adorne themſelves with high Heads 
and Towering Dreſſes, nor with Spotted or Painted Faces, nor with Foo- 
liſh or Immodeſt Attire ; which things among profeſt Chriſtians are no 
ſmall Scandal and Reproach to Religion and Chriſtianity, but againſt the 
Honour and Intereſt thereof, and to the great diſhonour of God, and his 
dear Son Jeſus Chriſt : for which all ſuch kind of Chriſtians (as are thus 
gvilty of this Horrible Souls ſinking fin of Pride) are accountable. 

And you that are Parents be Examples of Humility and Chriſtianity, 
and bring up your Children in the Nurture, Inftruttion and Admonition of the 
Lord, Epheſ. 6. 4. and not in Pride and Vanity in Apparel, nor in Muſick 
and Dancing to expoſe them to Lightneſs, Wantonneſs, Temptation and 
Ruine, as too too many do; for which they are greatly chargeable with 
the ſins of their Children, and have a heavy Account to give to the Righ- 
teous God, for being acceſlary to their Ruine and Deſtruction. 

Oh Inhabitants of London and England, who are concerned in this pro- 
voking ſin of Pride, Exceſs, and Fooliſhneſs, return to the Light of Chriſt, 
his Graceand Truth in you, and humble your ſelves under the mighty 
hand of God, and break off your Sins by true and unfeigned Repentance, 
that you may find mercy in Chriſt Jeſus, and for his ſake ; That God in 
Compaſſion may turne away his Wrath, and avert his Judgements 2 
threatned and impending over theſe Nations.
